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FIRST COLD IN NEVADA. 


What Colonel John Reese Says About it. 


E. M. Baruum, of Salt Lake City, 
sends to the San Francisco Call the 


following particulars in regard to the 
first discovery of gold in this State, as 
communicated to him by Colonel John 
Reese : 

Editor Morning Call: A few 
months there was inquiry made in 
the San Francisco press by the Histo- 
rical Society for incidents relating to 
the eartiest discovery of gold in the 
Carson valley region, now in the State 
of Nevada. m Oolonel John 
Reese, still living in Salt Lake City, 
and from whom the name of Reese 
river was derived, we gain the follow- 
ing incidents: 

Colonel Reese, with his family, was 
the earliest white settler in Carson 
valley, locating there in May, 1851, 
and continued a resident in the same 
place until 1857. The ranch which 
he.staked off is believed to have been 
the first permanent claim made in the 
country which now constitutes the 
State of Nevada. In the first year of 
his settlement he cultivated and 
raised a fair crop of turnips, potatoes, 
radishes, melons and other vegetables. 
His ranch was first known as Mor- 
ton’s Station.” afterwards named 
Genoa. 

In the latter part of June, 1851, a 
small of gold-seekers, en route 
from t to California, stopped at 
the Colonel’s ranch, the party com- 

rising E. L. Barnard, Lorenzo Dow 
(claimed to be a nephew of the eccen- 
tric and famous preacher of the same 
name), Peasly, and two or three oth- 
ers. All the were re to 
have come from New York and Ohio. 

After a few days rest and rcruiting 
of animals the party, accompanied by 
Colonel Reese, went down the Carson 
voll y between thirty and forty miles 
to prospect for gold. Near where a 
canyon or gulch, leading from the 
present [site of Virginia City, inter- 
sects the valley, Lerenzo Dow, of the 
party, prospecting the dirt with his 
tin cup, discovered traces of gold. 
Proceeding up this canyon about four 
miles, and where the same is inte- 
sected by another canyon frem the 
west, the first gold of good — 
and in paying quantity was found. 
Below this point the gold obtained 
was worth $18 per ounce; above it 
appeared alloyed with silver and was 
worth less than $14 per ounce. 

Tidings of the new discovery rapid- 
ly spread, and ina short time many 
miners were onthe ground, and about 
100 claims were taken up in 1851 and 
185 the locality became known 
as Canyon.” 

e Dow and Barnard party were 
early joined by three or four old 
Californians, among whom was a vet- 
eran miner known as Old Virginia, 
and the whole number continued their 
work in the locality during the two 
years of 1851 and 1852. Old Virginia 
was known as a “lucky fellow,” and 
wherever he sunk his shovel and shook 
his ld was sure to be seen. Sell- 
ing lis e aim for $6,000, he soon suc- 
cumbed to good fortune and gave up 
the 


ghost. 
Colonel Reese says that from the 
old miner’s cognomen came Virginia 


City.

Slowly Starving. 


Duni, Feb. 4—A terrible famine 
is at hand, and the outlook for the 
coming month is appalling. Three 
hundred thousand people are slowly 
starving. Some of them are living on 
one meal daily of turnips or of meal. 
Thousands more are consuming their 
last potatoes. The local efforts are 
becoming feeble, and people are look- 
ing to the world for succor. 
CLONMEL, Feb. 4.—A large pumber 
of unemployed people yesterday made 
a demonstration before the Mayor's 
office, demanding work or bread, ac- 
companying their demand with a 
threat to sack the baker's shops.

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Artesian Wells. 


Artesian wells are coming exten- 
sively into use. The fountains in 
Trafalgar Square, London, are sup- 
lied from a well 398 feet deep. The 
— artesian well of Grenelle, on 
the borders of Paris, which throws its 
water 82 feet above the surface, and 
supplies 51644 gallons in a minute, is 
1798 feet deep. There are now nearly 
a hundred borings in the desert of 
Sahara, yielding an aggregate of 700,- 
000 gallons per hour. Where pre- 
viously all was barrenness are now 
— — In New York City and 
rooklyn there are over 2000 artesian 
wells in leading hotels, factories, 
breweries, etc. The New York gas 
light company saves $8000 per annum 
by the use ef a driven well; Hecker & 
Brother, $5000. The supply of water 
by this means in several breweries 
ranges from 60,000 gallons to 15,000 
gallons per diem, according to the 
number of borings, and this in only 
ten hours’ pumping. In Newark, 
New Jersey, 100 of driven wells, 
within an area of four acres, furnish 
2,700,000 gallons of water per diem, 
of the best quality, soft, clear as 
adiamond. The great artesian well 
at Buda-Pesth, 3070 feet deep, yields 
over 200,000 gallons in the twenty- 
four hours,
